Sometimes  it  seems  that  events  outstrip  our  ability  to  rcpon 
them.  KPFK  has  just  completed  a  very  successful  fund  drive, 
garnering  more  than  $178,000  in  pledges;  and  the  next  job  of 
collecting  on  these  promises  entails  billing,  premiums  and 
good  record  keeping.  Whew!  While  the  details  boggle  the 
mind,  ihcy  are  just  part  of  the  extraordinary  routine  in  the  daily 
lifeofa  listener-sponsored  radio  station.  Bulyou  won't  see  this 
level  of  detail  depicted  on  that  new  TV  series,  FM..  So  please 
be  patient  as  we  continue  to  perform  the  impossible. 


Thank  you  for  making  the  Fall  Fund  Drive  one  of  the  most 

productive  in  recent  memory.  Please  bear  with  us  as  we  process  bills  and  make  good  on  our 

promise  to  you  to  continue  providing  good  radio.  On  that  topic: 

*  Events  in  Eastern  Europe  have  received  spotty  coverage,  at  best,  from  both  the  Pacifica 
News  Bureau  in  Washington  DC  and  from  KPFK.  This  causes  consternation  to  an  aficionado 
like  myself. 

*  Fortunately,  the  civil  war  in  El  Salvador  15  getting  the  close  coverage  it  deserves. 

*  Nationally,  KPFK's  continuing  programs  on  pro-choice/anti -abortion  issues  will  be 
highlighted  in  early  December;  but  our  coverage  of  the  economy  is  inadequate  at  best. 

*  And  locally,  I  don't  need  to  tell  you  that  the  traffic  is  worse  than  ever.  While  the  County 
Supervisors  spray  malathion,  demand  more  taxes  for  growth  in  Malibu  and  oppresses  the 
homeless,  the  coverage  is  wanting. 

The  loss  of  the  Herald  Examiner  underscores  the  problem.  KPFK  can  not  afford  more 
resources  for  news  now,  even  though  events  require  more  attention  and  therefore  understand- 
ing. Like  the  matter  of  fund  drive  follow  up,  we're  pushed  to  the  limits  in  news  and  public 
affairs,  too. 

On  the  administrative  side,  I'm  looking  for  a  volunteer  with  some  specific  skills.  Someone 
with  affirmative  action  and  personnel  experience,  who  can  contribute  time  to  a  non-profit 
organization,  is  much  desired.  KPFK  has  some  important  positions  to  fill,  and  equal 
employment  consulting  is  vital.  To  highlight  the  need,  we  are  presently  recruiting  for  a 
Training  Director  to  help  design  and  implement  a  curriculum  which  encourages  women  and 
third  world  people  to  Icam  production  and  studio  engineering  skills.  Training  experience  is 
a  prerequisite  and  bilingual  abilities  arc  desirable. 

Several  community  events  in  December  may  merit  your  attention.  On  December  8, 9  &  10, 
the  Greater  L.A.  Coalition  for  Reproductive  Freedom  will  hold  a  fund-raising  Winterfcst  at 
Santa  Monica  H  igh  School.  And  on  the  first  three  weekends  of  December,  the  play  At  Ground 
Level:  Home  Sweet  Home  in  Central  America  will  be  performed  at  the  Richmond  Shepherd 
Theater  in  Hollywood,  as  a  benefit  for  KPFK.
